In Iraq, Rumsfeld says troop reduction possible after vote 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Car bombers Struck twice in 
rapid succession in the capital Sunday, killing 
at least 11 people including an American sol- 
dier, as Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
warned that violence may increase before 
Iraq’s January election. 

Iraq’s most feared terror group — Tawhid 
and Jihad — claimed responsibility for the 
near- simultaneous car bombings, one near 
an east Baghdad police academy and the 
other outside an east Baghdad market as an 
American military convoy was passing by. 

Elsewhere, rocket-propelled grenade explo- 


sions and machine gun fire rocked the insur- 
gent stronghold of Ramadi, west of Baghdad. 
Residents reached by telephone said insur- 
gents launched attacks in a half dozen parts of 
Ramadi, and that four huge explosions shook 
the center of the city Sunday night. 

The latest violence occurred as Rumsfeld 
arrived for an unannounced visit, his first since 
the United States handed over sovereignty to 
an interim Iraqi government June 28. 

Rumsfeld flew to a U.S.- controlled air 


base in the western desert, where he fielded 
questions at a town-hall style meeting with 
about 1,500 Marines. He said the United 
States maybe able to reduce its troop levels 
in Iraq after the January elections if secu- 
rity improves. 

“Our hope is that as we build up Iraqi forc- 
es we will be able to relieve the stress on our 
forces and see a reduction in coalition forces 
over some period of time, probably post-Iraqi 
election,” Rumsfeld said. “But again, it will 
depend entirely on the security situation here

Getting rights just got 
easier with Web-based 
‘Creative Commons’ 

NEWYORKITo make the anti-war 
documentary “Uncovered,” pro- 
ducers spent roughly half of their 
$200,000 budget — not to men- 
tion countless hours — securing the 
rights to footage of President Bush 
and other public figures. 

They even had to remove a few 
clips when the copyright owners 
denied permission outright. 

Getting rights OK’d can be frus- 
trating for artists, be they authors 
seeking to quote an essay or docu- 
mentary filmmakers. 

Artists and scholars who believe 
the current copyright system unduly 
stifles creativity are pushing a less 
restrictive alternative that they call 


the Creative Commons. Its adher- 
ents are a varied lot. They include 
MIT, the Beastie Boys and the 
British Broadcasting Corp. 

The Commons is a response 
to Congress’ gradual extension of 


copyright protection, from the 14 
years set in 1790 to today’s 70 years 
beyond an individual’s death. 

Under the Commons framework, 
copyright holders can let others use 
their works for free while stipulat- 


ing limits — for instance, requiring 
attribution while prohibiting sales. 
They can’t veto individual projects 
— the way copyright holders can 
now deny rights to filmmakers 
with whom they disagree. Material 
is stored as a Web -based clearing 
house with a searchable index. 

Last month, the producers of 
“Uncovered” contributed the origi- 
nal interviews from that movie and 
from “Outfoxed,” a critique of the 
Fox News Channel. “Uncovered” 
associate producer Jim Gilliam said 
he wants to help future filmmakers 
avoid tricky legal terrain. 

Gilliam welcomes any reuse — 
even for moneymaking projects that 
don’t pay him a dime. 

“Every time someone takes a clip 
from ‘Outfoxed,’ they have to attri- 
bute it,” he said. “That serves as a 
marketing vehicle.” (ap) 


Families Discover 
Adopted Babies 
Are Likely Twins 

TUCSON, ARIZ. I Two families who 
adopted Chinese children and 
brought them to separate homes in 
Arizona and Alabama have discov- 
ered that the toddlers are siblings 
and almost certainly twins. 

The families found each other 
when Rose Veneklasen and Jutta 
Walters linked up on a Web site 
offering support for families who 
adopted children from China. 

As they talked, they realized 
their 3 -year- olds had similar char- 
acteristics and were both taken to 
the same orphanage. 

The women exchanged pic- 
tures. Then in July, they ordered 
DNA tests that confirmed with 98 
percent accuracy that the toddlers 
share at least one parent, most likely 
their mother, (ap)

Bomber 
Kills 3 at 
Mosque 

Strike on Shiites in 
Pakistan could herald 
more sectarian strife 

LAHORE, PAKISTAN I A Suicide 
bomber killed three people, includ- 
ing two security guards who lost 
their lives confronting the attacker, 
at a Shiite mosque Sunday in this 
eastern city. 

About 70 to 80 people were inside 
the mosque for Sunday prayers when 
a man carrying a briefcase tried to 
enter but was blocked by the guards, 
officials said. A bomb in the brief- 
case exploded after a scuffle. 

Meanwhile, thousands of peo- 
ple mourned two Sunni Muslim 
clerics who were gunned down in 
Karachi Saturday, and authorities 
rounded up scores of people with 
links to militant groups to forestall 
more attacks. 

The mosque bombing was the 
third this month against a religious 
target in Punjab in apparent ris- 
ing strife between Shiite and Sunni 
Muslims. 

On Oct. 1, a suicide bombing at 
a Shiite mosque killed 31 people in 
Sialkot city, then six days later, a car 
bombing at a gathering of Sunni 
radicals in Multan city killed 40

Afghans to Probe Voter Fraud Claims 


Some in opposition say they will accept independent panel’s findings 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Afghan elec- 
tion officials agreed Sunday to cre- 
ate an independent commission to 
probe opposition charges of fraud 
in this nation’s first-ever presiden- 
tial poll, while ballot-boxes stuffed 
with the aspirations of the people 
of this war-ravaged land started to 
stack up in counting centers. 

International officials met pri- 


vately in an effort to end a boycott 
of the ballot by opponents of U.S.- 
backed interim President Hamid 
Karzai, a heavy favorite to win. 

Tallying of the votes had initially 
been expected to start Sunday, but 
with ballot boxes coming in from 
some remote areas on mules, U.N. 
officials said the process wouldn’t 
start for three to four days. Final 


results are not expected until 
around Oct. 30. 

A day after all 15 challeng- 
ers announced they would boy- 
cott the election’s outcome, two 
backed off, saying they wanted a 
commission to rule on whether 
the voting was fair and indicating 
they would accept its decision. A few 
hours later, their demand appeared 


to have been met. 

“There is going to be an indepen- 
dent commission made to investi- 
gate it,” electoral director Farooq 
Wardak said. 

The opposition complaint is 
focused on allegations that the sup- 
posedly indelible ink used to mark 
voters’ thumbs in some polling sta- 
tions could be rubbed off, allowing 
some people to vote more than once.

BAGHDAD I A videotape of the 
beheading of British hostage 
Kenneth Bigley appeared Sunday 
on an Islamist Web site. 

The tape appeared two days after 
Bigley’s family said it had proof that 
the 62 -year- old civil engineer from 
Liverpool was dead. The body has 
not been found. 

Bigley pleaded for British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair to save his life. 
“Here I am again, Mr. Blair, very, 
very close to the end of my life,” 
Bigley said in a 
calm voice. “You do 
not appear to have 
done anything at all 
to help me.” 

One of the hood- 
ed men then spoke, 
saying the British 
government “pretended to care about 
its people” but “they are lying.” 

The speaker then drew a knife 
and cut off Bigley’s head while three 
others held him down. 

The Sunday Times newspaper 
of London reported that Bigley was 
killed after briefly escaping by car 
after British intelligence helped 
bribe two of the captors. Bigley 
was recaptured and the two cap- 
tors who helped him were killed,

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q l generally have to get to my 
bus stop 20 minutes ahead of 
the bus’ scheduled arrival in case 
it’s early, and sometimes end up 
waiting for a bus that’s 20 minutes 
late. Sometimes the bus does not 
arrive at all. What does Metro do 
to insure that buses run on time? 

A Metro monitors the on- 
time performance of buses 
through traffic clerks, who ride 
buses collecting data, such as 
timeliness and ridership; through 
supervisors who watch the ends 
of bus lines and major rail stops 
served by buses; and through 
bus drivers reporting reasons for 


delays, said Metro spokesman 
Steven Taubenkibel. 

Riders can report a problem on 
a bus route by calling 202-637- 
I328. You should have handy the 
route and bus numbers, location 
and the scheduled arrival time. 

Chronic problems could lead to 
discussions among managers and 
drivers or even to changes to bus 
schedules so they better fit traffic 
patterns, Taubenkibel said. 

Metro is working on ways to 
offer real-time bus arrival infor- 
mation, but such a system isn’t 
expected to be ready for two more 
years, dannyfreedman (express)

Rain Rots Va. Pumpkin Crop 


Some farmers forced 
to import out-of-state 
gourds to meet demand 

WILLIAMSBURG, VA. | This sum- 
mer’s heavy rains have taken a toll 
on many farmers’ pumpkin crops, 
leaving the round gourds speckled 
with white pimples and rotting on 
the inside. 

Pumpkins thrive in sandy soil 
and semi-dry climates during 
their growing season, mid- June 
to September. But the abundance 
of rain has provided good conditions 
for festering fungus and bacteria, 
farmers said.

Some farmers have resorted 
to trucking in pumpkins from 
Pennsylvania, where the cool, dry 
climate is optimal for pumpkin pro- 


duction, said Paul Davis, an agricul- 
ture extension agent for New Kent 
and Charles City counties. 

Pumpkins are cheaper up north, 
since farmers spend less on bacte- 
rial sprays constantly needed in 
humid climates, so Virginia farm- 
ers can still make a profit, Davis 
said. Costs for out-of-state pump- 
kins aren’t expected to be much 
higher than last year, farmers said. 

Davis said he’s had success grow- 
ing special pumpkin hybrids that 
have a greater resistance to disease. 
But many others haven’t been so 
lucky. He estimates that area farm- 
ers produced 25 percent of a normal 
crop this season, (ap) 


Metro to Test Anti-Collision Sensors 


WASHINGTON! Metro plans to begin 
testing technology later this month 
that could warn bus drivers ahead 
of a possible collision. 

A system that uses sound-wave 
emitting sensors to detect objects 
as well as lights and audible tones 


to alert drivers will be added to five 
buses this month and possibly 50 or 
more new buses next year, said Jack 
Requa, Metro’s top bus official. 

The test equipment, Requa said, 
was offered to Metro at no cost by 
New York-based manufacturer 


CleverDevices. 

The sensors are designed to 
detect large objects, such as cars 
and motorcycles, not pedestrians. 

Metro’s 1,450 -bus fleet tal- 
lied 1,308 collisions last fis- 
cal year. Officials say 6l percent 
of those were non-preventable.

Smack your moniker 
on a business to give 
it a strong identity 

ENTREPRENEURSHIP I In casting 
about for a name for their new com- 
panies or products, entrepreneurs 
often decide to use their own. 

And it can work — look at the 
success of Ben & Jerry’s and Dell 
Inc. But before you order your new 
firm’s letterhead, you should think 
about some of the ramifications — 
good and bad — of sharing your 
name with your company. 

Pete Slosberg’s name has 
adorned two businesses: Pete’s 
Wicked Ale and his newer ven- 
ture, Cocoa Pete’s. 

When Slosberg and a partner 
started their Palo Alto, Calif -based 
brewery in 1986, it made sense to 
them to have their beer carrying 
the name of a real person. 

The strategy helped make Pete’s 
Wicked Ale a valuable property; it 
was sold to Gambrinus Co. in 1998 
for about $69 million. Slosberg is 
using the same strategy for Cocoa 
Pete’s, his chocolate business. 

For Renee Sail, having her pub- 
lic relations firm bear her name 
worked well for the first 13 years 
she was in business, especially when 
the company, based in Woodcliff 
Lake, N. J., was small. But as it grew 
larger, potential clients and jour- 


nalists “called and only wanted to 
talk to me,” not the four people who 
worked with her. 

So five years ago, she changed 
Renee Sail Associates Inc. to 
Maximum Exposure Public 
Relations. “I just feel better about 
having a separate entity from 
myself,” Sail said. Moreover, “people 
have the sense that behind the name 
is a team, not just Renee Sail. 

Sail says there are other advan- 
tages in not naming a company after 
yourself She noted that with small 
firms, when owners decide to sell, 
they’re more likely to retain some 
involvement if their names are on 


the front door. Giving the com- 
pany a different name can make 
it easier to walk away when the 
time comes. 

For Judy Taylor, using a play on 
her name helped people connect 
with her St. Louis public relations 
firm. For the first three years it was 
Custom Taylor’d Communications; 
for the past 12, it has been simply 
Taylor’d Communications. 

Either way, it has helped Taylor 
connect with prospective clients 
when she hands out her business 
cards. “You get a smile first thing, 
and that’s what you want,” she said.

M US I C I As its title promises, “From 
a Basement on a Hill,” the posthu- 
mous album by singer- songwriter 


Elliott Smith, pairs contrasting per- 
spectives and provides dual view- 
points. Some songs penetrate deep 
into a character’s private psychology 
and others observe emotional activ- 
ity with narrative detachment. 

In its ramshackle glory and 
musical wanderlust, “Basement” 


(Anti-), which Smith had finished 
recording but hadn’t mixed, reaches 
far beyond the cult that coalesced 
around Smith during his decade- 
long evolution from isolated con- 
fessional auteur to one of the most 
widely admired troubadours of his 
generation. 

Time after time. Smith drops

NFL reeord with 19 
eonseeutive vietories 

FOXBORO, MASS. I With less than 
a minute left in their NFL-record 
19th straight victory Sunday, the 
New England Patriots finally 
acknowledged the streak by dous- 
ing coach Bill Belichick. 

“To lead a team to 19 victories in 
a row is something to be proud of,” 
said safety Rodney Harrison, who 
did the pouring along with defen- 
sive lineman Richard Seymour. 
“He’s the captain of the ship and 
we wanted to let him know we feel 
grateful to him.” 

That was one of the few indica- 
tions the Patriots had done any- 
thing special. 

Yes, from Belichick on down 
they all acknowledged the streak 
and even celebrated a bit. Then they 
went back to their standard “We 
play them one at a time” routine, 
adding to the litany: “We just want 
to get ready for Seattle.” 

When the Patriots play badly, 
they still win. 

That’s what they did in Sunday’s 
24-10 victory over winless and 
offenseless — and offensive — 
Miami. The game was as ugly as 


they come. But the Patriots don’t 
lose. 

On Sunday, they played with 
only two experienced receivers, 
David Givens and David Patten. 
Deion Branch and Troy Brown 
are hurt, and Bethel Johnson was 
inactive. That left Kevin Kasper, 
signed on Wednesday, as the third 
wide receiver and rookie P.K. Sam 
as the fourth.

Braves Bring Astros Back to Earth 


Atlanta pulls ahead in 9th inning to tie series 


HOUSTON I John Smoltz, Adam 
LaRoche and J.D. Drew saved the 
Atlanta Braves from another quick 
playoff exit. 

The Braves pounced on 
Houston’s bullpen as soon as Roger 
Clemens was gone, rallying from a 
three -run deficit for a 6-5 victory 
Sunday that tied the best-of-five NL 
series at two games apiece. 

LaRoche hit a tying, three -run 
homer in the sixth inning and Drew 
singled home the go-ahead run in 
the ninth, handing the Astros their 
latest agonizing loss in October and 
forcing the series back to Atlanta 
for Game 5 on Monday. 

“We get to go back home and 
the plane ride’s a lot easier,” Smoltz 
said. “We worked very hard to get 
home-field advantage and we need 


to take care of it. I feel like we got 
a break today.” 

Jaret Wright, the Game 1 loser, 
starts for the Braves on Monday at 
Turner Field against 20 -game win- 
ner Roy Oswalt, who didn’t get a 
decision in Game 2 and will pitch 
on three days’ rest. 

Working on short rest himself, 
Clemens left after five innings with 
a 5-2 lead, but the Braves rallied to 
snap Houston’s 19 -game home win- 
ning streak. It was another wrench- 
ing postseason loss for the Astros, 
still looking to win a playoff series 
for the first time in their 43 -season

Realtors and owners 
are trying feng shui 
to snag homebuyers 

The old Victorian home in Mon- 
mouth Junction, N. J., sat on the 
market for six months without sell- 
ing before its anxious owners decid- 
ed to ask for some help — from a 
pair of feng shui consultants. 

Mary Jane Kasliner and Shelley 
Mengo couldn’t do much to change 
the size of the tiny master bedroom, 
but they had other advice for the 
owners. Move the for-sale sign to 
a different spot, remove extra fur- 
niture and strategically place items 
like candles and plants around the 
house to create balance between 
“yin and yang,” they instructed. 

A growing number of real estate 
agents and people selling their own 
homes are turning to feng shui — 
the ancient Chinese art of design- 
ing structures and arranging objects 
to create harmonious energy flow 
— to help attract buyers.

While the National Association 
of Realtors does not track how many 
real estate agents use feng shui prac- 
titioners or have undergone training 
themselves, there are signs its appeal 
is broadening.

ciples are being taught at trade group 
meetings nationwide. 

“There are a lot more Realtors 
knowledgeable about feng shui 
today than there were three years 
ago,” said Holly Ziegler, author of 
“Sell Your Home Faster with Feng 
Shui.” “I would say in the next 


three years, there will be a huge 
number.” 

Many of feng shui’s principles 
overlap with the practical sugges- 
tions real estate agents already 
make to people looking to sell 
their homes. It encourages a bal- 
ance of colors, sizes and shapes. 


and emphasizes simplicity. 

A practitioner’s tools, though, are 
somewhat less familiar: They can 
include a luo pan (a compass), crys- 
tals, or a “bagua” map used to locate 
areas of a home that correspond to 
different aspects of a person’s life, 
such as wealth or knowledge. 

“When houses have good feng 
shui, the buyers want to stay,” said 
Ziegler. “They bond with the house 
more quickly and they end up being 
happier in that house.” 

Traditional feng shui includes the 
orientation of a home, something 
that isn’t easy or cheap to fix when 
someone is looking to move. Still, 
anyone can “raise the chi” of their 
home, and its value, by packing up 
their clutter and making use of nat- 
ural sunlight.
